LETTERS UPON FRENCH INFLUENCE. 
NO. I. 
To the People of the United States. 


It is proposed, fellow citizens, in a course of 
verv brief and very plain political letters, to un- 
fold the history and display the character, of 
that peculiar species of French Influence, which, 
almost all unprejudiced persons of all parties 
are now prepared to acknowledge, has been ex- 
ercised, in same way or other, upon the affairs 
of our country, since the commencement of 
Thomas Jefferson’s administration. ‘the letters 
will be short, that they may stand a chance for 
general republication in the indep: ndent papers ; 
and they will be witten in a stvle simple and un- 
ornamented, that they may be understood by 
every man, woman, and child, inthe United 
States, who is at allin the habit of p: litical read- 
ing. 

He who addresses to you these letters, has 
been honoured with no inconsiderable portion of 
your atrention upon former occasions. He has 
made the subject of politics, as an English wri- 
ter says of poetry, too much the business of his 
life. Too much for his own happiness as well 
as interest. He has been satirised by his late 
democratic friends, because it was his fortune, 
or rather perhaps his misfortune, to rise, in the 
course of a few years, from one of the very low- 
est situations in rural life to a seat in the coun- 
cils of his country; a circumstance which he 
will not affect to remember without pleasure, 
and which certainly he does remember with no 
little republican pride. Pardon this egotism. 
It will be confined tothe first letter, and to the 
necessary purposes of explanation. 

But the writer has changed his political party. 
Hence all this satire and much boisterous cla- 
mour. Some nation has a proverb, imtimating 
that the wise manchanges his opinion often, the 

fool never. It will be admitted, however, that 
frequent transitions in politics, from one party 
to another, ought to render any individual sus- 
pected. If one change were not to be allowed, 
the democratic ranks, in one part of the Union, 
would be very thin. But »o man, in pubhe lite, 
ought to change his party, without giving to his 
constituents and the public the reasons which 
heve voverned his conduct. A mere sie volo, 
“ I choose to change,” should never be accepted 
in such a case. 

Of the administration of the government of 
his country, the writer, while he acted as one 
of the representatives of the people, did not. so- 
licit either for himself or any other person, di- 
rectly or indirectly, a favour of any consequence 
whatever. The appointment of a young gen 
tleman as a midshipman in the navy wafthe on- 
ly thing that he requested alone, and in that he 
was gratified. The appointment of now and 
then a deputy postmaster, in some small coun- 
try village, cannot be considered as the act of 
the executive administration. Probably no oth- 
er democratic representative ever asked so lit- 
tle from the President, for from him nothing 
was asked. ‘The writer was disappointed by the 
administration, but he was disappointed im his 
capacity as a representative of the people, and 
on their behalf. He was disappointed in find- 
ing that his p: litical friends who filled the dif 
ferent departments of the government were not, 
as he had believed them to be, real republicans, 
and that they were not firm and independent 
patriots. 

When conscience demanded a compiete trans- 
ition from one of the great political parties which 
divide the country to the other, there was but 
one way for the writer to act, consistently with 
his own principles, or rather, perhaps, in this re- 
spect, notions, singular enough to be sure, but 
such as could not but govern him. It was to 
give the best evidence the nature of the case 
would admit that no interested or ambitious 
views, or any impure motives, produced the 
change, by abandoning the high and honorable 
situation to which he had been three times cal- 
led by great and rapidly increasing majorities of 
those who knew him best, and to which he knew 
he could again be called. He declared, on this 
occasion, that he would never again be a candi- 
date at any popular clection whatever ; and this 
promise he means to keep. He does not believe 
that any individual, in a republican government, 
is under an obligation to devote more than a rea- 
sonable portion of his life to the public service. 
He has aright to judge for himself when it is 
prudent and proper to retire, unless, indeed, SO 
eeneral adisinclination to the labours of public 
life should pervade the country, as to. occasion 
the wheels of the machine of government to stop ! 
In the cases of invasi n and rebellion it is very 
different. Even the life of every one is then the 
property of his country. In the present case, 
the writer’s perpetual retirement is more the re- 
sult of choice and taste than of disappointment 
and disgust.. 


It was in the * memorable and mournful” ses- 
sion of 1805-6, when both Houses of Congress 
were shut up in darkness for several successive 
weeks, that certain individuals of the democratic 
party became convinced that their leaders were 
not only despots in their hearts, but were deva- 
ted to the fear ifnot to the interests of France. 
In the course of that session, Mr. Josrpn Cray, 
the representative of Philadelphia, made a sol- 


ened War against the United States, and ac- 
knowledged that the threat had noi been with. 
out its infivence upon his mind ! He was culled 
to order, and not suffered to proceed. — Mr. Clay, 
it is believed, has not even yet manifested a dis- 
position to become other than 2 democrat in, A- 

“ican politics. His veracity remains unim- 
aided , Upon that occasion he alluded toa 
document which is still conceaicd from the peo- 
ple, and which probably will never be publish- 
ed. Thepresent writer could not justify him- 
self in disclosing it. He recoilects, deed, that 
when itwas first laid before Congress, it produ- 
ced a sensation as bonorable to that bedy as 
much of its subsequent conduct has been dis- 
graceful. Alas, it was but the sensaiion ofa 
moment! The great political magician, Jetfer- 
son, waved his potent wand, and the spirit of 
genuine patriotiym became extinct in the coun-

EUROPEAN PROSPECTS. 


We steadily predicted the general result of 
the contest between France and Austria. It 
was our opinion, indee.:, that ifthe Spaniards 
and the Austrians, as two great nations, opera- 
ting in different quarters at one and the same 
time, would quifr THEMSELVES LIKE MEN, 
even the Colossal power of France would be 
found inadequate to their cemplete subjugation. 
As apphed to great if not to smail nations, the 
celebrated aphorism of La Fayerre, “ Fora 
nation to be free, it is sufficient that she wills 
it,” is undoubtedly correct. But this will must 
in truth be the will of A Narron, a people en- 
ergetic and undivided, a people like the French 
themselves, ** one and indivisible.” It is not 
the momentary glow of patriotism, it is not the 
evanescent spirit of heroic zeal, bursting out in 
cities and villages, unconnected, isolated, it :s 
not a few truly Spartan characters,a PaLarox, 
a BLakz, an ALVAnez, that can resist with 
success the mighty rulers of mighty Empires, 
“ wielding at will the fierce artillery” of great 
and potent armies, led by the Hero, Courage, 
and managed by the Sage, Discipline 

Austria is still a great miltary power, but not 
great enough to contend with France. Her ef- 
forts were those of a swong man armed, but 
they were in vain. The genius of Germany was 
rebuked by that of Gaul. A giddy girl, daz- 
zicd by the splendid idea of becoming the firsi 
Kinpress on the Globe, will seal the servitude of 
Earepe, perhaps of Asia. Not that a family 
connection in itself would amalgamate the pow- 
er of France and Austma But, in the present 
instance, the matrimonial union of the Arch 
Duchess Manra Lovisa with NaPeoLron the 
Great, will be the must conclusive evidence of 
the complete devotion of her countre to ail the 
projects of her husband.  vesults- from the 
relative situation of the two countries at this 
moment, and the peculiar circumstances. of the 
times. Napoleon, for atime, will be more pow. 
ertul than if Austria were in name, as wel! as in 
ixct, a province of his dorminions. 

It is true, no doubt, that Russia will soon 
change her polities. Cui bono? What good will 
result irom it tothe great and permanent inter- 
mankind? Net an atom. France and 
Austria will be fearful odds against Russia and 
Turkey, even if the ancient country of the am- 
bassador with srxty-three children be thrown in- 
to tie same scale. If those powers do not fall, 
they must succumb. ‘The wooden walls of Al- 
bion cannot save them. There are, indeed, in 
the natural constitution of mankind, and in the 
natural current of events; very powerful if not 
insuperable obstacies to the acquirement of pow- 
er absolutely boundiess. by any sinele indrvidu- 
al. Climate is perhaps the most powerful of 
them ali. Although the French have bitherto 
been able to live in every country and in every 
clime, yet it 1s possible that “ the vital air, the 
all surrounding heaven,” may one day be “ big 
with death” to them, upon the plains of the Fu- 
phrates. As to the continent of Europe, the 
present prospect is that Napoleon will rule it as 
he pleases.

From the National Intelligencer. 

The documents respecting our foreign rela- 
tions, recently communicated to Congress, pre- 
sent some gleams of hope that the two great bel- 
lirereng powers are at length about to awake to 
a more gorrect perception of thei, true interests. 
Our reatlers will recoilect ‘hat France has stead- 
ily justified her Berlin decree, as a retaliation 
for previous violations of neutral rights by Great 
Britain, and that Great Britain has as invariably 
justified her orders in council as retaliatory of 
the Berlin decree ; while each government his 
all along avowed its readiness ro rescind its e- 
dicts, provided its enemy would in the first in- 
stance set the example of revocat.on. We have 
not ceased to protest against the weakness of 
this defince by urging that neither belligerent, 
in retaliating on the ether, possessed the just 
power to prostrate the rights of an honest uncf- 
fending neutral. But ow remonstrance, though 
unanswerable, has proved unavailing. 

The letters of Gea. Armstrong and Mr. Pink- 
ney to the Secretary of State, shew that the sin- 
cerity of both governments is likely to be soon 
pu to the test. France has unequivocally de- 
clared her readiness to rescind her Berlin de- 
cree, in case Engiand previously revoke her 
{proclamation} blockades of France, and Mr. 
Pinkney has addressed Lord Wellesley. on the 
subject, whose answer may be expected by the 
John Adams. If such blockades do not. now ex- 
ist, and the British government shall officially 
say so, France will be bound in honor to revoke 
her Berlin deeree: with that decree the pretext 
for the orders in council will be removed,which, 
as soon as revoked, will lead to the repeal of the 
Milan decree, thus involving the demolition of 
nearly tiie whole fabrie of restriction and viola- 
tion of neutral commerce. 

If such British blockades [of anterior date to 
the Berlin decree } still exist, the British govern- 
ment is bound by every dictate of justice, as 
well as regard for her own plighted word, in- 
stantly te withdraw them, when she is made dis- 
tinctly to perceive that they are the only exist- 
ing cause of the French edicts now in force. 


Ifthen, England either revoke her blockade 
orders, of date anterior to the Berlin decree, or 
formally declare that none such existjaind France 
refuses to revoke her Berlin decree, she will 
siand self condemned before the world as the 
violator of neutral rights. Hyon the other hand, 
Engiand refuses to tke this step, after se tiv 
an ofier, she will stand. in the atutude of the ori- 
ginal aggressor, and must be viewed as an inex- 
orable oppressor, who, under faise pretexts, 1s 
aiming a deadly blow at our mariume existence. 

In either event we can be at no loss to decide 
which government is-to be viewed ag most hos- 
tile to us.

On the principle which it seems to be 
ossumed by M. Champagny, nothing more 
ought to be required than a recall by Great Bri- 
tain of her proclamation or illegel blockades 
which are ofa date prior to that ef the Berlin 
decree, or a fermal declaration that they are not 
now.» torce.

HEMP. 

The following letter from a merchant in this 
city to his friend in the Genesee country, de- 
mands the most particular attention of our far- 
mers. 

It may be proper to observe that such is the 
demand for hemp in this country, that upwards 
of 10,000 tons are annually rmported, and it is 
expected in the course of the present vear, Luv 
Ainerican vessels wil! be loaded in Russia (if 
permitted by France) with hemp and other ar- 
ticles imended for our consumpuon, which will 
cost Many millions of dollars, and must be paid 
for in casi, or bills of exchange wisich is equal- 
ly the same. Of course this trade must he dis- 
advantageous tothe United States, and the sub- 
ject of the letter of the greatest importance, and 
cannot be made too publi 

Lhe Eatract. 

*“ An anxious desire to call the attention of 
the farmers of this state to what I conceiv: their 
greatest interest, as well as the interest of the 
country at large, has induced me to make the 
following observations retative to the raising of 
dleimp, being fuily convinced that no species of 
agriculture can be rendered equally productive, 
or tend more to increase the manulactures of 
the United States. 

Though Hemp has for many years been culti- 
vated in the state of New-York with considera- 
bie sticcess, and many thousand acres of land 
are beticr adapted to its growth than for any 
Other purpose, yet it is surprising that more 
general attention has not been paid towards 

musing aplant of sach intrinsic value. Were 
ali the farmers that have land adapted to its 
growth, to turn their Whole attention to raise and 
prepare so important an articie for market, they 
would soon make independent fortunes ; and if 
they were under the nece ssity of giving double, 

reven treble the usual wages paid to Laborers, 
they ought not to be deterred from entering up- 
On its cultivation, nor suiler one season to be iost. 

As our troubles seem likely to continue, there 
is No Knowing to what extent the price of ilemp 
may be carried. To every country a supply of 
it must be necessary; to a commercial Nauen in 
particular it is absolucly indispensibie.—T am 
confident that nothing ts wanuiag io stimulate 
our citizens to attend to its cuilute, bul a KuoWwi- 
ede of its vast importance, wid the great bene- 
fiis arising therefrom. Upon an average three 
acres of good bottom land will produce a ton of 
Henp, and fifty doilars will pay every expence 
that attends raising, water roving and preparing 
it for market. Taose who have not a natural 
pond, may with a small stream of water furnish 
the nseives wid) an aruficial reservoir, at a ir. 
Hing expence, that will answer every ptrpose e- 
qually as weli if not better. There is great sa- 
Ving as well xs certainty in this mode of roving, 
Winch in the fore part of Une season ts acco 

Piished in a few days and with Che greatest cer. 
tainty. The strength of tie Hemp is not cndan- 
gered by this method, nor the colour or be.u- 
ty oft it miuced, an lithe sooner it rs rotted after 
being putied the brigiuter and more saicabie it 
will apnear.

Lands snitable to the growth of Hemp abound 
throuzhout the union, ‘Phe states of New-York 
and Kentucky alone could produce it in quanu- 
ties equal to the whole of our consumpuon, wid 
at an expence not exceeding the culture of tac 
other produce of their fields ; and from its great 
value it can better bear the cost of transporta- 
tion from those places the most remote from a 
market: ov which account it would be particu. 
larly beneficial to the inland part of our counv'y. 

it possesses another advantage which should 
not be overivoked; a coloured popuiauion is Not 
necessary to its culture. ladeed so favorabiec to 
its production is every circumstance connected 
with it, that if properly atiended to it would 
seon become one of our great artictes of export, 
and Tam fully satistied it would be equaiiy as 
productive to the phiater, as cotton, or aay vill- 
er arucle cultivated in the southern slates. A 
question miturally arises, why if all this ts true, 
has iis cultivauon not beea more generally ai- 
tended to? Lt is from the inattention of our cili- 
zens, and the dislike generally entertamed by 
individuals to abandon their old pursui's and en- 
ter into new, Without the certauty of tae being 
much more advantagcous. Should those far- 
mers in this state who have large tracts of hemp 
land, abandon every other pursuit and turn ther 
attention to the culture and best method of pre- 
paring hemp for this market, 1 should not be a- 
traid to insure them independent fortunes, and 
greater profits than colonel Humphrey or any 
other individual will ever make by sheep; the 
improvement of whicn Tam pleased to perceive 
so prevalent throughout the country. 

Why, it may be asked, have tie farmers of 
the United States, so long neglected to pay 
greater attention to their breed of sheep i— 
Notiing but the influence of some patrioue cit- 
izens has been found requisite to spread a spirit 
of emulation, almost enthusiam in many parts of 
the country in respect to the Merino breed of 
this useful creature. I consider colonel Ham. 
phrey eminently entitied to the thanks of his 
countrymen, tor the unwearied perseverance and 
geal he has evinced in the intwoduction of Mert- 
no’s into the United States, being firmly persua-

The capture of the uiree privateers, the Duc 
de Montebello, the lntrepide, and the vessel bear- 
ing the papers of the pirogue called da Petit 
Chance, has disclosed a system of ingeuty wien 
has heretotore been unparaticled to tins country. 
There appears to bea regtiarly connected chain 
of villainy whieh the breaking of this link yives 
us hopes will be entirely desuwoyed. We sus- 
pect exucmely many persons being engaged 
Who now share our hospitality and ali the rigits 
of American citizens; we hope however for the 
honor of the American name, that none of our 
countrymen are engaged. The Duc de Monte- 
betio was fitted out at Baltimore, purchased by 
a captain White, cieared out with French pas- 
sengers for St. Bartholomews, was called the A- 
isbic, put into Savannah, (Georgia) armed, 
shipped part of her crew, saied and received 
the rest fiom on board a vessel commanded by 
capt Kubin. She assumed off the bar of Charles- 
ton the French character and name she now 
wears; sailed ona cruize, robs, sinks, bo rns and 
destroys every American, Spanish and Engiisi: 
vessel she falis in with until giutted with piun- 
‘er, She is compelicd to put into this port under 
pretence of dis ress; her captain’s name is Bas- 
son; her apparent owner’s name Brouard—one 
Menton, and a certain John de Loupe, make con- 
spctious figures on board of her. J 
Phe Intwepide was built here, sailed from tins 
port about Uwe months since on her first voyage 
io St. Bariholomews with French passengers, 
commanded by a captain Rogers, where it is 
said she was sold by-um lo Souvinet, one of the 
passengers, and saried with the rest of the pas- 
senvers under the command ot Broughman to 
St. Martins, where she obtained a French com- 
HuUSSION, proceeded on a cruise, and afier taking 
from on board a Spanish vessel 6900 dollars, put | 
' 
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in hicre under precence of distress. On bourd 
the Duc de Montebello is tourd a commission 
ior a vessel to be cull d © Tie French Soldier,” 
io be commanded by Broughman, who now com- 
mands the ntrepide. 

‘Tne sehr. which bears the papers of pirogue 
ia Pout Chance, is Commanded by a person by 
the name of Si. Caste, who says he sailed from 
Ciuadalowpe in the Petit Ciiance, of between five 
and six ton burthen on acruize, but meeting this 
vessel, and finding ber a very fast sailer, he took 
his crew on board her, gave the Petit Caance to 
the crew of the schr. and went on a cruize. Af- 
ter making several captures and destroying sev- 
eral vessels, he put in this port in distress. On 
examining his leak it was tuund to be a fresh 
bored auger hole. 

Tle schooner Blossom arrived here frem St. 
Jago with a number of passengers, sailed under 
the command of a certainJobn Jacgue, under A- 
merican colors, and spoke by the Montebeilo off 
the bar of the Balize, a short time since, bear- 
iu a different name, cruizing as a privatcer un- 
der Feench colors, and richry taden with plun- 
der, Who isno doubt some where on tie coast 
envaved in smuggling her cargo into this piace. 
The captain of the Montebeilo supplied her with 
a boat which had taken froin an American 
brig; and she proceeded to the westward, where

€rssiure the fate of their vesscis, for we fad 
none on board except a few personas of colons i- 
teaded no doubt for gale. Nor do they confine 
thelr outrage to English and Spanish vesseis : 
We find the Montebeiio has robv.d three Amer. 
ican vessels, has burnt one and cassomed ano h- 
er; the procvest of captain Scaooiticld is in pari 
evidence of this fact. 

We hear of a vessel that was purchased at 
Norioik, by some Frenchmen, acd sailed fr Sa- 
vannah, but stopped at Hampton Wheve she was 
equipping in every respeci for a privaleer: this 
Ciecumstauce joined to the circuimstance of the 
Mfontebelio’s having been equipped by a certany 
Vir. dorome at Savannah, we are induced to be. 
heve New-Oricais and Savannah are mtended 
as the two principal places ot rendezvous. 
When we recollect the buccaneering system 
Which was conducted by Duupier and others, 
we can have no doubt of an intention in those 
peonvle to revive it! 

There exisis no authority whatever at this mo. 
ment for privaieceing in those seas, and yet 
tose scas are full of vessels which have assum- 
ed that character ; and when these privateers 
Way Nave assembled in squadrons, What guar. 
witee Dave We for their honesty ?—What secu- 
rity from their depredations on our commerce ? 
Perhaps those very cites which hailed them to 
our shoves as distressed exiled brothers and 
benevolcntly extended to them charity and pro- 
tection, mav be laid under contribution or per- 
Laps ni ashes ! 

We have telt it our dutyt » give this wurning, 
and it resis with the officers of government 10 
elude the danger. 

PARTHUQUAKE. 
Extract of a letter from the Cape of Good Hope, 
dated Dee. 10, 1839. 

* As vou will probably have heard of’ the 
earthquake which has taken place here, I wish 
to let you Know that Lam pertectly well, having 
escaped injury, much alarmed. It took place 
onthe 4th of ais month; the first shock about 
a quarter afierten at night. We were roused 
up suddenly by a most violent, loud, hollow, 
rumbin, subterraneous sound, with a consid- 
erable degree of motion over the entire house ; 
which, fromm its cracking and rocking, we ima- 
gined it could not stand. ‘The bells rung most 
violently ; we therefore made our escape as fast 
xs possible into the open air. This sheck con- 
tinued about a minute, and atier a moment's 
calm. was succeeded by a second one, much 
more alarming and heavy than the first, and 
attended with all the same symptoms, but in a 
much more terrible degree, and proceeding like 
it from the centre of the Table Mountain, nearly 
due south, into the sea; the sky perfectly clear 
and bright with stars, and not a cloud to be 
scemn This shock continucd about two min- 
wes, and was most dreadful——There were 
three others within the space of half an hour 
from the first, all comparatively shght. The 
chief symptoms, during this mest awful phe- 
hnumenon, Were—the dogs barking and howling 
most terribly; watches and clocks either stop- 
ping entirely, or else losing time; the belis in 
all the houses ringing violently ; houses crack- 
ing from top to bottom; the earth dischargmg 
water in pisces hitherto dry: and the stars 
shooting in every direction across*the sky.— 
We have had lesser ones, either by nigit or 
day ever since, which leaves us m the most 
unpleasant state of suspense. 

* ‘To attempt giving an idea of the confusion 
and dismay of the inhabitants and every class 
of people, is quite out of my power Most of 
them were in bed at the time, and in a mo- 
ment the streeis and government gardens were 
filled with persons of all ages, sexes and col- 
ours, nearly naked, screaming and wringing 
thew hands, in expectation of being swallowed 
up every moment. They remained out the 
Whole night, since whieh they have pitched tents 
in the ditherent squares and open places, where 
they remain during the nyght; nor do Luunk 
they willbe induced to sleep in their houses for 
sometime Providentially there were no lives 
lost, as no houses were actually thrown down, 
but many persons have been obliged to take 
theirs to picces, in consequence of the imjury 
they have sustained. ‘The thermometer was, 
during the whole tume, between 77 and 78.”
